or Appointed Time, or Seaſon, NYID, Katie Chriſt ispleagd now to 
make choice of xcov©.,. a word ſignifying Time at large, and fo 
comprehenſive of all Timc. . For if he had ugsd the former ' word 
of Set, or Appointed Time, and had us'd it in the Smgular Number, 
and ſaid; There ſhall not be #«icog* or Time of Seaſon, it had not 
excluded Ha/f Time eſpecially. 
is. Again, it he had ſaid, There ſhail be xai;o:, or Times of Seaſon, 
no more; it had not excluded ſing/e Time, nor Haff .Time: T hey 
might have been notwithſtanding. But now Time at large, the 
Baſis of Seaſon or Opportunity, being excluded, Seaſon mult needs be 
excluded alſo, For if Time, the Foundarion of Seaſen, be exclu- 
ded, Seaſon muſt be much more excluded : Time may be w.thout 
Seaſon, Seaſon cannot be withou: Time. For ſeeing , aCcote

7vg as is moſt notorious ro all Papiſts as well as Proteſtants,yea to Jews, 
to Mahometans, begins at 1517. This could agtee only tohalf time,
